These 
instances, however, are not regarded as 
tine cases of insurance by many author 
itie8, who assert that only after the re 
rival of commerce in the tenth century 
did it come into vogue. If this be so, 
the first mention of insurance is the 
establishment iu 1310 at Bruges at the 
request of the inhabitants of a chamber 
of assurance.

the fault of their proprietors, while 
those of the Portuguese, even of the 
royal navy, were.”

If this be so, 
the first mention of insurance is the 
establishment iu 1310 at Brngos at the 
request of the inhabitants of a chamber 
of assurance. 
‘‘The contract of reciprocal insurance 
was known likewise in Portugal in the 
fourteenth century, aud in tho fifteenth 
(Sept. IO, 1436) King Edward of Por­ 
tugal writes from Lisbon that the mer­ 
chant vessels of the English, which had 
been chartered for the Tangier expedi­ 
tion, had not been insured, owing to 
the fault of their proprietors, while 
those of the Portuguese, even of the 
royal navy, were.” It is probable, how­ 
ever, that insurance came into use in 
Italy early in the twelfth century aud 
was by the Lombards transplanted into 
those countries with which they had 
commercial dealings. 
To them, there­ 
fore, the invention of insurance, as it is 
now understood, is generally conceded.

Seventh—Persons who have recently 
recovered from smallpox, or suspected 
smallpox, the nature of their malady not 
having been known or recognized at the 
time of their illness, shall be ret ariled 
to their homes until their dwellings and 
contents, including the clothing of all 
the inmates, are properly disinfected 
nuder the supervision of the board of 
health. 
Eighth—No child in a community in 
w h ic h smallpox actually exists shall be 
permitted to attend any public, paro­ 
chial or private school without present­ 
ing satisfactory evidence of having been 
successfully vaccinated.

As 
th© goods are sold by the pound, the ob­ 
ject is evident. 
But what about the purchaser? A 
piece cuts up into ten pairs of sheets 
Bach pair therefore contains three-quar­ 
ters of ** pound of moisture attracting 
material. 
The results are appalling 
As soon as a wet day comes the sheets 
become damp and the lockless wight 
who sleeps between them is apt to con­ 
tract a chill that may send him to tho 
bourn whence no traveler 
returns.

•Graves coaid not always be m arked.” 
Mid Major Bryan, ‘‘because it was not 
alwavs possible to learn who a dead 
tidier was. 
This was particularly so 
0f those who died soon after arrival in 
Hospitals, for. as a rule. I believe the 
graU of soldiers killed in battle were 
properly marked, the bodies having been 
Identified without great difficulty. 
•It, was the practice to mark graves 
ny burying with the dead soldier a bot- 
t v in which had been placed his name 
and the com m and to which he was at 
ached. Sometimes a headboard was 
added. 
So long as the grave* were on 
disturbed this made identification cer 
,ain 
p at it offered little protection 
when the grave lay in the path of 
horses, wagons, and men passing to and 
fro 
The government did the best it 
could. I am sore, but it could not be 


successful in all cases. 
There will be no difficulty in recover­ 
ing the bodies of all the dead soldiers of 
his own regiment, the major pays. 
The 
Eighth lost some 13 men, but they were 
buried in a little cemetery used • xclu- 
sively bv the regim ent, and their graves 
were marked so carefully that there 
will be no trouble of identification of 
the remains. 


VENOMOUS SNAKES. 


T h e C o lto n M a c h in e r y o f th e 
R e p . 
tile * a n d H ow It In O p era ted . 
Some years ago a physician undertook 
a series of experiments on snakes with 
a view to extracting a sufficient amount 
of their venom to form a basis for in­ 
vestigation, in order, if possible, to dis­ 
cover some antidote. His laboratory is 
a curious and somewhat uncanny place 
and one from which those with un­ 
steady nerves instinctively recoil. 
The apparatus 
for extracting the 
venom is a most ingenious and yet a 
very simply one. 
A bit of chamois is 
tied over the top of a funnel which 
leads to a bottle. Everything is secured 
very firmly. The suake is caught by the 
back of the neck aud placed close to 
this chamois. 
He strikes his fangs 
through it, when tiny jets of venom are 
thrown from the fangs upon the glass 
sides of the bottle, trickling thence into 
the bottle. 
Again and again the snake 
is made to strike, lf necessary, other 
snakes of the same species are used un­ 
til a sufficient amount of the venom is 
collected. 
The relative deadly qualities of the 
venom of snakes have also been the sub­ 
ject of experiments. It appears that the 
diamond back rattlesnake is the most 
to be dreaded. The next in order is the 
banded rattlesnake, followed by the 
copperhead aud the water moccasin or 
cottonmouth. 
The poison machinery of the snake 
consists of a pair of needle pointed 
fangs, which, when the creature is at 
rest, are folded back in the roof of the 
mouth. 
When it becomes angry, the.se 
fangs are thrown forward, aud in the 
act of striking a tiny jet of poison is 
thrown from each. The poison is a thin, 
yellow fluid which upon exposure de­ 
composes very rapidly. 
Snake poison, 
if kept from the air or dried, retains its 
full force for many years.—New York 
Ledger.

INDEMNITY AGAINST LOSS. 


Som e A n cien t Iim tance* o f In su ra n ce 
Clin Be B a a lly F o u n d . 
Probably the first recorded instance 
of insurance was one mentioned by 
Livy. During the second Panic war the 
contractors for delivering corn into 
Spain stipulated that the government 
should indemnify them against loss by 
the enemy or tempest. Cicero, too, aft­ 
er his victory in Cilicia, seems to have 
obtained security against the loss of his 
booty during its transit to Rome. These 
instances, however, are not regarded as 
tine cases of insurance by many author­ 
ities. who assert that only after the re­ 
vival of commerce iu the tenth century 
did it come into vogue. 
If this be so, 
the first nieution of insurance is the 
establishment in 1310 at Bruges at the 
request of the inhabitants of a chamber 
of assurance. 
“ The contract of reciprocal insurance 
was known likewise in Portugal in the 
fourteenth century, aud in the fifteenth 
(Sept. IO, 1436) King Edward of Por­ 
tugal writes from Lisbon that the mer­ 
chant vessels of the English, which had 
beeu chartered for the Tangier expedi­ 
tion, had not been insured, owing to 
the fault of their proprietors, while 
those of the Portuguese, even of the 
royal navy, were.” It is probable, how­ 
ever, that insurance came into use in 
Italy early in the twelfth century and 
was by the Lombards transplanted into 
those countries with which they had 
commercial dealings 
To them, there­ 
fore, the invention of insurance, as it is 
now understood, is generally conceded.

The state board of health is thoroughly 
alarmed at the l a w number of small­ 
pox cases In Ohio, and at a recent meet­ 
ing adopted stringent rules to prevent 
the spread of the disease. 
Hereafter all 
chickenpox cases most be placarded as 
a contagious disease, and superintend­ 
ent of all publio institutions must see 
that inmatt‘8 are vaccinated. 
Heads of 
colleges are asked to have students take 
the same precaution. 
In addition to this, they adopted the 
following rules to govern the treatment 
of the disease: 
F i r s t — Physicians 
called to attend 
persons suffering with smallpox, vario­ 
loid (modified smallpox) 
or chicken 
pox, shall report the fact within 12 
hours to the board of health, within 
whose jurisdiction 
such persons are 
found giving their names and addresses. 
Second—Iii the case of smallpox or 
varioloid it shall lie the duty of the 
board of health to at once placard the 
house in which the patient resides or is 
found, with a sigil announcing in large 
letters the existence of smallpox within, 
or the board of health may remove the 
patient to au infectious disease hospital, 
disinfect the house and contents, and 
quarantine the inmates who are not 
protected against smallpox by a pre­ 
vious attack of the disease, or by recent 
successful vaccination, for 16 days from 
the completion of such disinfection. 
Third—A quarantine notice shall be 
served upou the head of the household, 
forbidding auy one to eater or leave the 
premises exoept the attending 
phy­ 
sician or other person authorized by the 
board of health. 
Fourth—It abaff bb the duty of the 
local board of health to strictly enforce 
this order, which shall be done by plac­ 
ing a day aud night guard over quaran­ 
tined houses whenever necessary 
Fifth—Alt persons 
unprotected by 
smallpox by a former attack of the dis 
ease, or by recent successful vaccination, 
know n to have been exposed to a per­ 
son suffering from smallpox iii the erup­ 
tive stage of the disease, shall be quar­ 
antined for IO days from the time of 
last exposure aud be vaccinated. 
Sixth—Quarantine of smallpox pa­ 
tients shall be maintained until they 
have completely disquamated or scaled 
off, as certified by a reputable phy­ 
sician, and until the house and its con­ 
tents have been properly disinfected 
under the supervision of the board of 
health. 
Persons iii the house with the 
patient who are not protected against 
smallpox by a recent successful vacci­ 
nation or a former attack of the disease, 
shall be quarantined for 16 days from 
the time disinfection of the house is 
completed. 
Seventh—Persons who have recently 
recovered from smallpox, or suspected 
smallpox, the nature of Their malady not 
having been known or recognized a? the 
time of their illness, shall be returned 
to their homes until their dwellings and 
contents, including the clothing of till 
the inmates, are properly disinfected 
under the supervision of the lioard of 
health. 
Highth —No child in a community in 
which smallpox actually exists shall be 
permitted to attend any public, paro­ 
chial or private school without present­ 
ing satisfactory evidence of haviug been 
successfully vaccinated. 
N iuth—It shall be the duty of the 
local board of health, or its health 
officer, receiving a report of a caae of 
smallpox within the jurisdiction of such 
board, to at ouce report the case, by 
telegram when possible, to the state 
board of health. 
Tenth—The secretary of the state 
board of health, as its executive officer, 
is Hereby authorised aud directed to se­ 
cure the strict enforcement of the above 
rules aud regulations, with such modi­ 
fications thereof aud such 
additions 
thereto as the exigencies of any partic­ 
ular case may demand.
